(CONTINUED. ) 

. The second great objection urged in the 
book befere us, and often elsewhere, is, that 
admitting the Bible to be the word of God, 
and the fourth commandment of the Deca- 
logue to be yet in force,: the Bible itself 
does not require such an observance of the 
Sabbath as our Sunday laws assume. On 
this objection little need be said. We may 
repeat the remark just made. The real 
question is, not what the Bible as inter- 
preted by the objectors means, but how do 
the mass of Christian people in this country 
understand it. Mr. Fisher says that the 
Sabbath, even as enjoined in the Old Testa- 
ment, was a day of recreation. The people 
were commanded to rest from their ordinary 
labors, and to amuse themselves. The muss 

-of Christians say that the Sabbath was a 
day separated from worldly avocations, and 
set apart for the service of God; a day to 
be devoted to learning his will, and wor- 
shipping in his presence. It matters not, 
so far as the question about our Sunday 
laws is concerned, which of these views of 
the design of the day is correct. If the 
law-making power is in the hands of Chris- 


| tians, and the responsibility for the laws 


enacted rests on them, they must act ac- 
cording to their convictions. If that power 
and responsibility rest ou Mr. Fisher and 
those who agree with him, they must act 
according to their views. So long, there- 
fore, as Christians believe that the Sabbath 
as instituted by God was to be a day of 
rest from ordinary labor, and of devotion 
to religious duty, anything inconsistent with 
that design they are bound, within the 
limits of their legitimate authority, to 
prohibit. 

In another point of view, however, the 
question as to the design of the institution 
of the Sabbath is a matter of vital import- 
ance. Its hold on the religious feelings will 
of course be destroyed, if it could be shown 
that it was intended by God himself, to be 
a day of recreation. It is impossible, in an 
article like this, that we should enter on all 
these disputed points. Mr. Fisher denies 
the Divine origin and authority of the Bible. 
Mast we write a new book on the evidences 
of revealed religion? So he denies that the 
Jewish Sabbath had a religious design; he 
denies that the institution, such as it was, 
was designed to be perpetual, that the early 
Christian church recognized the Divine au- 
thority of the institution, &c. These are 
points which have been discussed and _ set- 
tled to the satisfaction of the church, gene- 
rations before Mr. Fisher or ourselves were 
born. It would require more space than 
his work occupies, and more time than its 
composition cost him, for us to go over the 
gound which has already been so often tra- 
versed. This cannot be expected, and is 
altogether ounecessary, as works in abun- 
dance can be had discussing all these sib- 
jects. Our object in this review is simply 
to point out the inconclusiveness of the ar- 
guments presented in this work, and so often 
repeated elsewhere, in favor of the abroga- 
tion of our Sunday laws. We might there- 
fore properly content ourselves with the 
remark, that so long as the Christian peo- 
ple of this Christian country believe that 
the Sabbath as instituted by God, was a 
day, not for amusement, but for religious 
service, the Sunday laws cannot be dis- 
pensed with, without a violation of the pub- 
lic conscience. That Christians are right 
in their view of this subject might indeed be 
easily demonstrated to the satisfaction of 


all who believe the Scriptures. The avowed 
and often repeated purpose of its original 
institution was to keep in mind the creation 
of the world. If the world was created, 
then there is a personal God, to whom, as 
to the author of their being, all rational 
creatures owe allegiance and worship. If 
the world was not created, then there is no 
God; and men are left to choose between 
Atheism and Pantheism—a distinction with- 
out a difference. So far, therefore, from 
the Sabbath being designed primarily as a 
day of relaxation from the ordinary lal o's 
of life, this was a very subordinate object 
of its institution. It was designed to be a 
periodical and often recurring arrest of the 
course of worldly life; to muke men aware 
that there isa God to whom they are re- 
spousible, and on whom they are dependent, 
from whom come all their mercies, and to 
whom they must answer for all their sins. 
It was desigued to prevent men sinking into 
the material and present, by keeping God 
in remembrance, and letting in upon the 
darkness of this outward and fleeting state

The Sabbath was, therefore, the corner- 
stone of religion. Its neglect was sure to 
lead to forgetfulness of the true God, and 
then to idolatry, and the dominion af all 
evil. True religion, that is, what even a 
deist would call true religion, the know- 
ledge and worship of the true God, has 
never, since the apostasy of man, been pre- 
served where the Sabbath was unknown, or 
its religious character denied or neglected. 
It is to reduce the Old Testament from the 
suilimity of a revelation of God, and of 
the mode by which he is to be worshipped, 
and of the means by which the knowledge 
of Him is to be preserved and promoted, 
to make its most characteristic institution a 
mere day for worldly amusement. If the 
Old Testament be viewed as simply a col- 
lection of historical records and human 
compositions, having no higher reference 
than the temporal affairs of the Jews, then 
the Sabbath, in keeping with such view, 
may be regarded as a day of recreation. 
But if the Bible be a religious book, if its 
design be to reveal God, his works and will, 
and to prepare man for a higher state of 
being, then the Sabbath is a religious in- 
stitution, having for its object to wean man 
from the seen and temporal, and prepare 
him for the unseen and eternal. It is 
therefore called a holy day; that is, a _ 
set apart to the service of God, just as t 

temple and its appurtenances, the priests 
and the people were holy as consecrated to 
God. The command to sanctify or hallow 
the Sabbath is a command to devote it toa 
religious use. The word to sanctify always 
means, in such connections, to separate from 
a common to a sacred use. In Lev. xxiii. 
3, It issaid, “ Six days shall work be done; 
but the seventh day is the Sabbath of rest, 
a holy convocation: ye shall do no work 
therein; it is the Sabbath of the Lord (or, 
the Sabbath to Jehovah, i. e., devoted to his 
service) in all your dwellings.” It was the 
day on which the people were to be con- 
voked for holy purposes. Tke sacrifices in 
the temple were multiplied—the people re- 
sorted thither to worship, they rejoiced, as 
the Psalmist said, in the courts of the Lord. 
He preférred to be a door-keeper in the 
house of God, rather than to dwell in the 
tents of wickedness He was glad when 
they said to him, “ Let us go unto the house 
of the Lord” The book of Psalms is a 
collection of devotional exercises for the 
worship of God, specially on the Sabbath. 
That day was, therefore, a day set apart for 
religious services, according to the com- 
mund, ‘‘ Ye shall keep my Sabbaths, and 
reverence my sanctuary: I am Jebovah.” 
Lev. xix. 30. And the prophet said, “ The 
people of the land shall worship at the door 
of this gate before the Lord in the Sab- 
baths.” Ezek. xlvi. 3. Isaiah said, From 
one Sabbath to another shall all flesh come 
to worship before me, saith the Lord.” Ixvi, 
23. In chapter lviii. 13, he says, the bless- 
ing of God shall rest on those who shall 
abstain from doing their pleasure, or seek- 
ing mere amusement on God’s holy day; 
and shall call the Sabbath a delight, the 
holy of the Lord, (or the day holy to the 
Lord,) honorable; and shall honor him, not 
doing their own pleasure, nor speaking their 
‘own words. The Jews ever ynderstood the 
Sabbath to be a day consecrated to religi- 
ous worship. Philo, as quoted by Eusebius, 
says‘ Moses commanded the people “ on the 
seventh day to assemble together, and to 
listen to the recital of the law.” Josephus 
says, (Contra Apion. Lib. i. § 22,) the Jews 
were accustomed on every seventh day not 
only to abstain from the ordinary affairs of 
life, “but spread out their hands in the'r 
hely places, and praytill the evening.” We 
have, however, higher authority than this. 
It is said in Acts xv. 21, “‘ Moses of old 
times [literally from ancient generations, | 
hath in every city them that preach him, 
being read in the synagogues every Sabbath 
day.” Such was the usage of the Jews in 
the time of Christ, as we learn from many 
passages in the New Testament. Mark vi. 
2, ‘When the Sabbath was come, he 
| Christ] began to teach in the synagogue.” 
Luke iv. 16 “ He came to Nazareth—and, 
us his custom was, he went into the syna- 
gogue on the Sabbath day, and stood up to 
read;” xiii. 10; “‘ He was teaching in one 
of the synagogues on the Sabbath.” The 
aposties everywhere went into the syna- 
gogues on the Sabbath to preach; see Acts 
xiii. 14, xvii. 2. In this latter passage it 
is said, “ Paul, as his manner was, went in 
unto them, and three Sabbath days reasoned 
with them out of the Scriptures;” and 
xviii. 4, Paul “‘ reasoned in the synagogue 
every Sabbath, and persuaded the Jews and 
the Greeks.” It is plain, therefore, that 
the Hebrew Sabbath was not a day for 
worldly amusement, but a day set apart for 
religious duties. The people, indeed, were 
commanded to rejoice on that day. And 
well they might, for it was the constant me- 
morial of the being and goodness of God, 
not only as their Creator and benefactor, 
but as their deliverer from bondage. There 
is nothing ascetic or gloomy in the religion 
of the Bible. Men are commanded to re- 
joice always, to praise God with a cheerful 
voice. There is no doubt that the Phari- 
sees perverted this sacred day, and burdened 
its observance with many uncommanded 
austerities; and there is no doubt that some 
Christians have erred in the same direction. 
But this is not to be laid to the charge of 
the Bible; and it is not the tendency of our 
age. All that God requires is, that the 
day should be set apart from worldly avoca- 
tions, and consecrated to religion. The 
more cheerfully it is observed, the more, 
that is, of joyful gratitude for the blessings 
which it commemorates attends its celebra- 


tion, the better.

A London writer says: ‘ An extraordi- 
nary statement is in cireulation respecting 
Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress, which is nei- 
ther more nor less than that this celebrated 
work was not written by John Bunyan, but 
that the entire story is made up from an 
ancient manuscript. Miss Catharine Isa- 
bella Curt has published a translation, from 
a French manuscript in the British Museum, 
of the Pylegremage of the Sowle by G. de 
Griedeville, a churchman, who flourished in 
the fifteenth century. A translation of the 
original work was printed by Caxton in 
1483, and Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress is 
said to be nearly a verbatim copy of this 
extremely rare book. A recent comparison 
ef the two works, however, has been made, 
and the resemblance between the two books 
is not such that the charge can be proved, 
as might have been ¢xpected.” A cotem- 
porary in noticing this charge, observes that 
this old book has remained too long con- 
cealed, considering the literary eagerness 
with which researches have beon made for 
so many years by European scholars, and 
it is not very probable that when Bunyan’s 
Pilgrim was becoming famous; none of his 
enemiés should have discovered the plagiar- 
ism, especially so near the times when the 
Pilgrimage of the Soul bad made its ap- 
pearance, If there was such a book, or 
rather manuscript, as is alleged Bunyan 
copied from, it is very strange that a man 
in his aumble position should have been the 
only one to know it. The spirituality of 
the Pilgrim's Progress is evidently of Lng- 
lish, and not of French growth. Above all, 
it contradicts the whole history of Bunyan’s 
life, that he should have been guilty of so 
great a fraud. 


THE PIRATE.

“Why do you think so?”

When Sir Samuel Romilly visited Paris 
immediately after the first French revolu- 
tion, he remarkeds “‘ Every thing I saw con- 
vinced me that independently of our future 
happiness and our sublimest enjoyments in 
this life, religion is necessary to the comforts, 
the conveniences, and even the elegances 
and lesser pleasures of life. Not only I 
never met with a writer truly eloquent, who 
did not at least affect to believe in religion, 
bat I never met with one in whom religion 
was not the richest source of his eloquence.” 
And I am persuaded that in things intellec- 
tual, the rule will hold that piety is power. 
I am persuaded that no productions of 
genius will survive to the end of all things 
in which there is not something of God; 
and I am further persuaded that no book 
can exercise a lasting ascendency over man- 
kind on which his blessing has not been im- 
plored, and in which his Spirit does not 
speak. Of all the powers and faculties of 
the human mind, the noblest is the one 
which God has created for himself; and if 
that reverential or adoring faculty do not 
exist, or be by suicidal hands extirpated, 
the world will soon cease to feel the man 
who had no fear of God. The stateliest 
compartment in this human soul is the one 
which, in creating it, Jehovah reserved for 
his own throne-room and presence-chamber ; 
and however curiously decorated op gorge- 
ously farnished the other compartments be; 
if this be empty and void, it will soon dif- 
fuse a blank and beggarly sensation over all 
the rest. And thus, whilst the Voltaires 
and Rousseaus of atheist memory are wax- 
ing old and vanishing from the firmament 
of letters, names of less renown but more 
religion brighted to a greater lustre. So 
true is it that no man can long keep a hold 
of his fellow-men unless he himself first has 
hold of God. 

But if asincere and strenuous belief be 
thus important—such rational faith in God 
as bueyed the wing of Plato in his long and 
ethereal flights, or bulged the Saxon thews 
of Shakspeare in his mightiest efforts—in- 
comparably more prevalent is that intellec- 
tual prowess which a seriptural faith pro- 
duces. He is no unknown God whom the 
believer in Jesus worships, and it is no or- 
dinary inspiration which that God of light 
and love supplies to his servants. And were 
it not for fear of tediousness, 1 would re- 
joice to enumerate one genius after another 
which the Gospel kindled if it did not create. 
That Gospel, beyond all controversy, was 
our own Milton’s poetic might. It was the 
struggling energy which, after years of deep 
musing and rapt devotion, after years of 
mysterious muttering and anxious omen, 
sent its pyramid of flame into old England’s 
dingy hemisphere, and poured its molten 
wealth, its lava of gold and gems, fetched 
deep from classic and patriarchal times, 
adown the russet steep of Puritan theology. 
It was the fabled foot which struck from 
the sward of Cowper’s mild and silent life 
a joyous Custalie, a fountain deep and pe- 
renvial, tinctured with each learned and 
sacred thing it touched in rising, and soft 
and full as Siloah’s fount, which flowed fast 
by the oracle of God. But why nawe io- 
dividual instances? What is modern learn- 
ing, and the march of intellect, and the 
reading million, but one great monument of 
the Gospel’s quickening power? Three hun- 
dred years ago, the classics were revived; 
but three hundred years ago the gospel was 
restored. Digging in the Pompeii of the 
middle age, Lorenzo and Leo found the 
lamps in which the old classic fires once 
burned; but there was no oil in the lamps, 
and they had long since gone out. For 
models of candelabra and oil-bearers there 
could not be better than Livy and Horace, 
and Plato and Picdar; but the faith which 
ence filled them, the old Pagan Fervor, was 
long since extinct, and the lamps were only 
fit for the shelf of the antiquary. Bat it 
was then in the crypt of the convent, Lu- 
ther and Zwingle and Melancthon observed 
a line of supernatural light, and with lever 
and mattock lifted the grave-stone, and 
found the Gospel which the papist had bu- 
ried. There it had flamed “ a light shining 
in a dark place,” through unsuspected ages, 
unquenchable in its own immortality, the 
long-lost lamp of the sepulcher. Jupiter 
was dead, and Minerva bad melted into 
ether, and Apollo was gray with eld, and 
the most elegant idols of antiquity had gone 
to the moles and the bats. Bat there is 
One who can not die and does not change; 
and the sempiternal fountain of learning is 
He who is also the Fountain of Life, the 
Alpba and Omega, Jesus the Son of God. 
From his gospel it was that the old classic 
lamps, when filled with fresh oil, were kin- 
dled again; and at that gospel it was that 
Bacon and Locke, and Milton and Newton, 
and all the mighty spirits of modern Eu- 
rope, caught the fire which made them blaze 
the meteors and marvels of their time. — 
The facts of that are the world’s 
main stock of truth, the fire of that 
is the only Promethean spark that can ig- 
nite our dead truths into quenchless and

MILTON'S DOMESTIC HABITS. 


Mr. Keightly gives the following account 
of the domestic habits of Milton: At his 
meals he never took much wine or any other 
fermented liquor, and he was not fastidious 
in his food; yet his taste seems to have been 
delicate and refined like his other senses, 
and he had a preference for such vidnds as 
were of an agreeable flavor. In his early 
years he used to sit op late at his studies, 
and perhaps he continued this practice while 
his sight was good; but in his latter years 
he retired every night at nine o'clock, and 
lay till four in summer, till five in winter, 
and if not disposed then to rise he had some 
one to sit at his bedside and read for him. 
When he rose he had a chapter of the He- 
brew Bible read to him, and then with of 
course the intervention of breakfast, Studied 
til twelve. He then dined, took some ex- 
ercise for an hour—generally in a chair, in 
whice he used to swing himself—and after- 
ward played on the organ or the base viol, 
and either seng himself or made bis wife 
sing, who, as he said, had a good voice but 
no ear. He then resumed bis stadies till 
six, from which hour till eight he conversed 
with those who came to visit him. He 
finally took a light supper, smoked a pipe of 
tobacco, and drank a glass of water, after 
which he retired to rest. Like many 
other poets, Milton found the stillness, 
warmth, and recumbency of bed favorable 
to composition; and his wife said that be- 
fore rising of a morning he often dictated 
to her twenty or thirty verses. A favorite 
position of his when dictating his verses, 
we are told, was that of sitting with one of 
his legs over an arm of his chair. His wife 
related that he used to compose chiefly in, 
the winter, which account is confirmed by 
the following passage in bis Life by Phillips: 
“There is a remarkable passage in the com- 
position of Paradise Lost which I havea 
particular occasion to remember; for, 
whereas I had the perusal of it from the 
very beginning, for some years, as I went 
from time to time to visit him, in a parcel 
of ten, twenty, or thirty verses at a time, 
which, being written by whatever hand 
came next, might possibly want correction 
as to the orthography and pointing; hav- 
ing, as the summer came on, not been shown 
any for a considerable while, and desiring 
to know the reason thereof, was answered 
that ‘his veins never happily flowed but 
from the autumnal equinox to the vernal, 
and that whatever he attempted at other 
times was never to his satisfaction, though 
he courted his fancy never so much;’ so that 
in all the years he was about this poem, he 
may be said to have spent but half his time 
therein.” Milton’s conversation is stated to 
have been of a very agreeable nature. His 
daughter Deborah said that he was ‘de- 
lighvfal company, the life of the conversa- 
tion, and that on account of a flow of sub- 
ject, and an unaffected cheerfulness and 
civility.” Richardson, to whom we are in- 
debted for the preservation of this testimo- 
ny, adds that ‘he had a gravity in his tem- 
per, not melancholy, or not till the latter 
part of his life; not sour, not morose, or ill- 
natured, but a certain severity of mind; a 
mind not condescending to little things.’ ” 


THE BOOK OF JOB. 


“The whole book of Job seems to have 
been chiefly written and placed in the in- 
spired volume in order to show the value of 
nataral history, and its power on the human 
heart. I cannot pass it by without point- 
ing out the evidences of the beauty of the 
country that Jobinhabited. Observe, first, 
it was an arable country. ‘ The oxen were 
plowing, and the asses were feeding beside 
them.’ It was a pastural country; his sub- 
stance, besides camels and asses, was 7,000 
sheep. It was a mountain country, fed by 
streams descending from them. ‘ My breth- 
ren have dealt deceitfally as a brook, and 
as the stream of brooks they pass away: 
which are blackish by reason of the ice, 
and wherein the snow is hid: What time 
they wax warm they vanish: when it is hot 
they they are consumed out of their place.’ 
Again, ‘If I wash myself with snow-water, 
and make my hands never so clean’ Again, 
‘Drought avd heat consume the snow-wa- 
ter.” It was a rocky country, with forests 
and verdure rooted in the rocks. ‘ His 
branch shooteth forth in the garden; his 
roots are wrapped about the heap, and seeth 
the place of stones.’ Again, *‘ Thou shalt 
be in leagne with the stones of the field.’ 
It was a place visited, like the valleys of 
Switzerland, by convulsions and falls of 
mountains. ‘Surely the mountain falling 
cometh to nonght, and the rock is removed 
out of his place.’ ‘The waters wear the 
stones; thou washest away the things which 
grow out of the dust of the earth.” ‘ He 
removeth the mountains and they know not; 
He overturneth them in His anger.’ ‘ He 
puttezh forth His hand upon the rock: He 
overturneth the mountains by the roots: 
He cutteth out rivers among the rocks.’ I 
have not time to go further into this; bat 
you see Job’s country was fall of pleasant 
brooks and rivers, rushing among the rocks, 
of all other sweet and noble elements of 
landscape. The magnificent allusions to 
natoral scenery throughout the book are 
therefore calculated to touch the heart to 
the end of time.”— Ruskin.

Tre Prosects or tur Wort. 
—There is no discovery or irvention which 
has come so immediately and extensively 
into use as that of the magnetic telegraph. 
Every government seems to feel the neces- 
sity for it; and even in Japan it has been 
adopted as a useful agent for the govern- 
ment. Very soon the whole globe will be 
covered with telegraph wires, and every 
part of it be brought into closer connection 
and closer interests. Russia has determin- 
ed to establish a line from St. Petersburg 
across Siberia to the river Amoor, and 
thence to Russian America, which will be 
but ashort distance from our Pacific States. 
This will probably be the first reliable con- 
nection which will be made between the two 
continents. A project is already on foot 
for submarine cables from India to Austra- 
lia, to be laid by the united actions of the 
governments of Eagland and Holland. The 
English home government and the East In- 
dia government bind themselves to connect 
the India peninsula with the island of Sin- 
gapore; the Dutch government agrees to 
carry out the connection to the southeast 
point of the island of Java, which belongs 
to Holland; and the Australian government 
will unite their continent to Java.—Sctenti- 
fic American. 


Work sy Rvurxe.—In the earlier days of 
the Roman Commonwealth, when each 
Roman cultivated bis own lands, and was 
at the same time accustomed to military 
life—to its discipline and systematic drill, 
the same system made its appearance in the 
operations of the farm. Agriculture was 
systetoatized and thorough. And we find 
to-day that the mechanic who has devoted 
a considerable portion of bis life to his 
trade, and yet has a respectable knowledge 
of the requirements of the farm, becomes 
by habit a more systematic and thorough 
farmer than those who have no trade and 
no such discipline. A reason and arule for 
dving everything saves time and prevents 
loss. Men are not often found who expend 
money without a return in value. And yet 
we find farmers who use time, and employ 
labor, very much as the man does who 
throws down a handfal of gold for an in- 
significant purchase, not waiting to count it. 
No estimate. is made of the cost and its re- 
lation to the return. No straightforward 
direction is given to labor, It is far re- 
moved from system, and treads a round- 
about road to results Boston Recorder.

GENERAL SUJIMARY OF NEWS. 

The steamship Atlantic arrived at New 
York on the evening of December 12th, 
with Gen. Scott on board. 

Mr. Breckenridge was elected U. 8. Sena- 
tor from Kentucky, on the 12th December, 
by 29 majority on joint ballot. é 

The Committee on Federal Relations, in 
the South Carolina Legislature, recom- 
mended resolutions reaffirming the position 
of South Carolina, declaring her right to 
secede from the Union, and that the people 
of the South should make a common cause. 
They also recommended an increase of the 
military contingent fund to one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Discussion and party feeling rors high in 
the Senate. Iverson, Johnson, Trumbull, 
and Doolittle engaged in the strife. A 
family quarrel among the Democrats by way 
of episode, thrown in. 

Mr. Davis reported that the special com- 
mittee had waited upon the President, who 
had informed them that he would send in an 
Executive communication to-morrow. 

House of Representatives. 

Mownpay, Dec. 12.—Mr. Kilgore (Repub- 
lican) urged an-immediate ballot for Speak- 
er. The Republicans wouid not shrink from 
discussion at the proper time Mr. May- 
nird of Tennessee (Southern Opposition) 
offered a resolution that the eldest member 
of the House, by consecutive service, be ap- 
pointed Chairman till the House shall elect 
a Speaker. Mr. Kilgore and others ob- 
jected. Upon this, party wrangle breezed 
up, led off by Stewart of Md., followed by 
Haskin, Noell, and Hickman. By the lat- 
ter the President was roughly handled He 
said: He could prove that during the sum- 
mer Mr. Buchanan, and pledged himself to 
men everywhere, that if successful in his 
election, he would see that Kansas should 
be a free and not a slave State. Yet, when 
he reached Washington, the President’s 
mind underwent a change, for fear that 
three or four Southern States should secede. 
When we (said Hickman) differ with him, 
the President’s organ read us out of the 

_ party. Nor is the charge of treason suffi- 
ciently strong—that of corruption is added. 
As to the contest between the North and 
South, he believed that its foundation was 
deep as the mountains, and the issue might 

‘as well be made now as at a future time. 
The North is satisfied that there is bat one 
thing that will satisfy the South, and that 
was to carry its slavery everywhere—to 
plant it everywhere, against the united 
wishes of the North. The, North, also, 
had grand charges to prefer against the 
South, such as the violation of covenants, 
compacts and compromises. . And it is well 
that tle South should kno He also re- 
ferred to the threats of disSolution of the 
Union. 

Mr. Gartrell of Georgia, (Dem.) asked 
how dissolution was to be prevented. 

Mr. Hickman replied: Eighteen millions 
of freemen, raised to industry and habits of 
the right kind, will always be ready to cope 
with eight millions of auxilaries. (Applause. ) 

At the opening of the House (14th De- 
cember) Mr. Hickman moved to amend the 
Journal by inserting his motion for the 
adoption of the plarality resolution. 

Mr. Sickles said he protested against 
tmuch that had been said as to the senti- 
‘ments of the North. He combated Hick- 
man’s position, that an “ irrepressible con-

Enlarging a Farm Without Buying Land. 


If a man does not know how much land 
he actually owns, and gets no benefit out 
of that part with which he is unacquainted, 
and is informed that he has more, and is 
told how to use it, why is not this ®quiva- 
lent to the purchase of more acres? Farm- 
ers are often heard toexclaim; “‘ Oh that 
I were rich enough to buy a little more land, 
then I could fatten more cattle and sheep, 
and I could carry more grain to market!” 
Now, to such men, at least to some of them, 
we beg leave to say, your farms are already 
larger than you suppose. Yoa seem te 
think that your ownership extends only six 
inches deep into the earth; but this is a mis- 
apprehension. It is not very strange, how- 
ever, since all the former owners of the soil 
had the same idea, and the Indians from 
whom your ancestors bought or stole the 
land, were content with only the surface: 
just enongh to huut upon and to grub a few 
roots out of. But this is all a mistake, as 
Examine the 
title deeds to your Jand and and see if there 
is any limit to your rights in a downward 
direction. You will not find any; we know 
you wont 

Now therefore, do not fear to go at once 
and take possession of the rest of your farm. 
It is virgin soil, covered over with only a 
few inches of partly worn land; and it will 
return you fine crops if you will only lay it 
open to the sun and air, or mix it with the 
soil you have long cultivated. Perhaps it 


‘will not be wise for-you to try to use it all 


the first year; use a little moderation in en- 
tering upon your new property, for your 
own sake and for the farm’s sake. 

Here is what some writer has said on the 
subject—not strictly correct perhaps, but 
highly suggestive: ‘‘ At the present time 


the average crop of wheat per acre in | 


Great Britain, on a soil cultivated for cen- 
turies, is about double that produced on the 
comparatively new soil of Ohio. Why is 
this? Simply because the leading British 
farmers are educated men, and apply their 
work wisely. They pay back to the earth 
what they borrow from her; they endeavor 
by every means in their power-to enrich 
their ground, and in return it enriches them. 
If American farmers, instead of laboring to 
double the number of their acres, would 
endeavor to double their crops, they would 
find it a saving of time and toil, and an in- 
crease of profit. * * * Many men 
never think of digging ten inches into the 
soil, unless they have dreamed about a crock 
of gold, hid in the earth; butif they would 
set about the work of digging in earnest, 
every man would find his crock of gold 
without the aid of dreams or divivatiou.” 
—Am, Agriculturist. 


Larce CurraNnts.—By good cultivation, 
currants have, in some instances, attained 
to the size of one and a half to one and 
three-quarters inches in circumference, in 
large and fine clusters. In this case, the 
bushes were grown,by pruning, so as to 
have the form of trees, and this shape they 
bear five or six years very well, and some- 
times longer. The bushes were planted at 
least six feet apart, and, every spring or fall, 
the new wood, which shoots out vigorously 
from the old branches, was cut off, with the 
exception of three or four joints. The pru- 
ning was done in the fall, by which method 
the raiser of these fine specimens is of the 
opinion that the fruit may be produced in 
rich, heavy clusters, upon all parts of the 
tree, even to the extreme points of the 
branches, without any dwindiing away, as 
in the common neglected mode of culture, 
into little puny berries, hanging here and 
there upon single stems, in a wilderness of 
bush. Another plan adopted has been to 

luck off all the leaves except the top tuft. 
This was practiced on a cutting fourteen in- 
ches long and during the summer the sprout 
from its top grew some ten inches. The 
next spring all the leaves, to about half-way 
up the first year’s growth, were pinched off, 
the lowest limbs being aboat two feet from 
the ground. It branched well, and became 
a handsome little dwarf tree, and when it 
came to bear fruit it was more productive 
than any in the garden, and the berries 
were larger. It was also less infested with 
spiders and other insects, hens could not 
pick off the fruit, and the grass and weeds 
were more easily removed. 


Tue raspberry jam business is assaming 
importance in the Lake Superior country 
In Chippewa county it seems the people de- 
vote their entire attention to the manufa- 
ture of jam. During September, Chippewn 
turned out 31,400 pounds of jam, which 
sold readily at fifteeu, eighteen, and twenty 
cents per pound, the latter being rather a 
high figure. The picking and preserving is 
mostly done by Indian womenf who are gen- 
erally neat and industrious, whereas their 
husbands are generally lazy and drunken 
One smart sqnaw, who owns a raspberry 
plantation on Sugar Island, has amassed 
several thousand dollars. She does not 
allow her chief, who is a dissipated, worth 
less fellow, to have anything to do with the 
finances, and when he becomes at all 
“cranky” she shuts him up in the cellar 
nntil he promises to behave himself. She 
goes in for woman’s rights.

dreams, who takes counters for guineas, and
